Charles Chauncy was Pastor of the First Church in Boston and an ardent patriot. In this 
“Letter,” Chauncy gives a short account of Braddock’s defeat and writes of Washington. As 
the “Letter” is signed at the end “T. W.,” its authorship has been attributed to Timothy 
Walker, afterwards Chief Justice of the Common Pleas in Boston. 


Braddock and the Colonial forces under Washington were defeated on July 9. The above 
work is dated at the end August 25. Chauncy goes at some length into the causes of the 
defeat, saying “... Had Gen. Braddock been thus restrained, tis morally certain, he would 
not have been so shamefully surprised and beaten. It does not appear, that he wanted good 
advice; and some are of the opinion, that if he had harkened to it, not holding those in too 
great contempt, who, though inferior to him in regular military skill, were yet better 
acquainted with the methods proper to be used with such an enemy as he had to engage 
with, he might have been alive at this day, and in circumstances to have forced DuQuesne 
out of the hands of the French.” Chauncy complains that the Southern colonies did not 
sufficiently prepare against the dangers of a union of the French and Indians, and speaks 
of Massachusetts as the chief source of a militia supply for the future expeditions against 
the French. He closes his letter with references to expeditions against Niagara and Crown 
Point.

There are five copies known to us to be in existence, one in the Bancroft Library of 
California, one in the California State Library, the one owned by the Hon. Boutwell Dun- 
lap, sold some years ago, and the Coronel and Lees copies. The copy in the Bancroft 
Library lacks the wrappers, and the one in the State Library we are informed does not 
contain the “Nota Del Impresor and Erata”, the last leaf of the Dunlap copy, pp. 183 
[-184] was in facsimile. Unfortunately we have no information on the Coronel and Lees 
copies. 

In “A Bibliography of the History of California” Cowan states that this is “the second 
and most important of the early books printed by the Spanish press of California, which 
was in operation 1833-45. Governor Figueroa died during the progress of the printing, 
and a slight obituary notice was added”. The press was brought from Mexico by José 
Figueroa in 1833, and was nothing more than a little old hand press with a small quantity 
of worn type. 


The “Reglamento” a pamphlet of only sixteen pages preceded the above work from this 


press. Because of it being actually a pamphlet, it may safely be said that the “Manifesto” 
IS ACTUALLY THE FIRST BOOK ISSUED FROM ANY PRESS IN CALIFORNIA. 


Inasmuch as this country has been virtually scoured for examples from this press, it is 
entirely likely that another specimen may not appear for many many years to come, 
if at all, and certainly not IN SUCH REMARKABLY FINE AND PERFECT STATE, 

In examining the American Book Prices Current back to 1916 we only find two examples 
recorded, one which sold in 1924 in these galleries and which appears to be the same copy 
described here, and another specimen (1920) with one leaf in facsimile, (The Dunlap copy). 
José Figueroa was Governor and Commandante General of California from January 14th, 
1833 to his death on September 29th, 1835, and the Manifesto is a defense of his adminis- 
tration from 1833 to 1835, particularly in regard to his attitude toward the colonization 
schemes of Hijar and Padres.

THE FIRST PRINTING OF A PORTION OF “THE BOOK OF MORMON”. Three chapters appear 
in the issues dated January 2, 13, and 22, 1830. “The Book of Mormon” was not pub- 
lished until July, 1830, although the copyright was obtained in 1829. Therefore this 
periodical publication of three chapters occurred sIX MONTHS BEFORE THE FIRST EDITION 
OF THE BOOK. 


The magazine, which was issued in newspaper form at irregular intervals of about ten 
or fourteen days by Obediah Dogberry, contains a mass of additional material on Mor- 
monism, invaluable as a record of the reception of the new religion by the neighbors of 
its founder. Joseph Smith and the “Gold Bible” are the subject of editorials, parodies, 
veiled references, news items, letters from readers, etc., etc. We count more than thirty 
items of some length referring directly to Smith or to Mormonism. Others would un- 

~doubtedly appear on closer examination. The editor knew no bounds in the freedom of 
his comments on the lives of his fellow townsmen, and conveyed in his paragraphs a 
complete sketch of the public and private life of Palmyra during the years which saw 
the birth of Mormonism. 


Dogberry’s attitude toward Smith and his religion was at first impartial. In an editorial 
in the issue of January 2, 1830, he states: “We do not intend at this time, to discuss the 
merits or demerits of this work [the “Gold Bible”, and feel astonished that some of our 
neighbors, who profess liberal principles, and are probably quite as ignorant on the 
subject as we are, should give themselves quite so much uneasiness about matters that so 
little concern them. The Book, when it shall come before the public, must stand or fall, 
according to the whims and fancies of its readers. How it will stand the test of rigid 
criticism, we are not prepared to say, not having as yet examined many of its pages.— 
We are, however, prepared to state, that from a part of the first chapter, now before us, 
and which we this day publish, we cannot discover any thing treasonable, or which will 
have a tendency to subvert our liberties. As to its religious character, we have as yet no 
means of determining, and if we had, we should be quite loth to meddle with the tender 
consciences of our neighbors.” 


In the succeeding months, however, the editor’s openmindedness changed to opposition, 
and he writes on June 30, 1830 “. . . that spindle shanked ignoramus Jo smitH. This 
fellow appears to possess the quint essence of impudence....” The change in Dogberry’s 
viewpoint was due, one gathers, to the Mormons’ preaching. “.. . they go from place to 
place disturbing in a greater or less degree, the peace of the community—denouncing dire 


damnation on such as may with hold their approbation from one of the most ridiculous 
impostures, ever promulgated.”

Accompanying the above is a typewritten copy of 
a letter from Mr Lyle H. Wright, bibliographer of The Huntington Library, dated July 7, 
1939, in which he states “Pike’s ‘Voyage up the Mississippi’ Washington 1807, was not 
issued with a map. Any copy described as having one must contain an insertion.” The only 
other copy sold at public sale was in the collection of “Duplicates from the Library of 
Henry E. Huntington” and that copy had a map, which, in accordance with the information 
from the bibliographer of The Huntington Library, was inserted. 


Wagner-Camp, No. 9, states in a note on p. 13: “Wagner once owned this pamphlet and 
without any date or place of imprint. It had the same title and contents as given by Dr. 
Mitchel except that it did not contain any mention of a map. Wagner concluded that the 
map was not published till 1810 with Pike’s book, but later information makes it seem cer- 
tain that there were copies issued with the King map of the Mississippi, which later 
appeared in the 1810 Pike. Dr. Coues says Pike did not write this pamphlet.” 

Dr. Coues, in his “Memoir of Zebulon Montgomery Pike,” says: “This is an extremely rare 
tract. I have handled two copies, one of which I own, title-page gone; the other being a 
perfect example in the Library of Congress. There is a third in the Ridgway Library; and 
Sabin cites a fourth, in the library of the American Antiquarian Society, Worcester, Mass. 
These are all I know of, though, of course, others exist. The authorship and circumstances 
of publication remain unknown, to me at least. Sabin gives the date 1807; this is probably 
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correct. .. . Early in 1808 Pike was already arranging for the publication of his own book 
which appeared in 1810. Pike does not even allude to this publication, either in his own 
book, or in any of the manuscripts I have seen... There is no question of the genuineness 
? of this unauthenticated narrative. Pike never penned it—he could not write so well as the
